The chaprisis and thew comrades axe. themselves to blame. 
The soldiers took flight through fear of being ill-treated 
by the natives ahd have not yet: reappeared, The result of 
the police investigation in the case above referred to clearly 
shows how untrustworthy the police reports ave. Natives can 
never have the courage to commit an assault on European 
soldiers; the former, particularly peasants, are extremely 
afraid of them. European soldiers, while out hunting, fre- 
quently shoot villagers in place of parrots and pigeons, but nd 
steps liave yet beet taken by Governmerit to check the evil. 
When Government itself provides every kind of meat for 


European soldiers, they need not hunt or shoot. If shooting 


be considered necessary for the preservation of their health, 


they may be allowed to shoot in forests, but should be forbid- 
den to enter cultivated lands, where they unitecessarily harass 
peasants who are no match for them.
